P.  S.  Three  months  rgo,  Dixon,  the 
notorious  British  agent,  told  me  that 
something  was  brewing  among  these 
tribes,  which  he  felt  confident  would  end 
in  a war  with  the  whites.” 

FIIOM  THE  NORFOLK  HF.R.tLD, 

The  schooner  Charles  K.  Mallory, 
Capt.  Strong,  arrived  here  yesterday 
from  Lisbon,  which  port  she  left  the  1st 
July,  but  brings  no  news, — The  conspi- 
racy at  Lisbon,  an  account  of  which  lias 
reached  us  in  the  English  papers,  was 
completely  put  down  and  order  and  tran- 
quillity restored. The  conspirators 

were  chiefly  noblemen  ; their  object 
was  first  to  put  all  ti.e  British  Officers  in 
Portugal  to  death,  and  then  to  seize  on 
the  government.  About  100  of  them 
had  been  apprehended  and  imprisoned 
in  different  castles.  A Portuguese  ship 
from  St.  Salvador,  arrived  at  Lisbon  on 
the  29th  of  June,  with  the  first  intelli 
gence  of  lite  re-capture  of  Pernambuco 
by  the  Royalists,  and  great  reipjeings 
took  place  in  consequence.  The  King 
of  Portugal,  \v  ith  all  his  family,  were  pre 
pairing  to  leaa  e Brazil  and  return  to  Lis-

RICHMOND,  AUG.  12. 

The  Rains. — We  continue  to  receive 
further  accounts  of  the  effects  of  the  im- 
mense rains  which  fell  on  Friday  and  Sa- 
turday. f here  was  no  mail  north  of 
Fredericksburg,  nor  south  of  Petersburg 
it  Saturday,  Sunday,  Monday,  and  las; 
night.  The  water  courses  between  Fre- 
dericksburg and  Washington  have,  no 
doubt,  risen  so  as  to  obstruct  its  passage. 

We  understand,  that  the  two  branches 
of  the  Pamunky  have  been  swelled  high- 
er than  has  been  witnessed  for  twenty 
years.  The  licit  low  grounds  on  that 
river,  which  exhibited  Die  most  astonish- 
ing growth  of  corn,  have  been  eonsidc 
• ably  overflown  by  the  freshet,  and  it  is 
apprehended  tite  crop  has  sustained  much 
damage. 

So  powerful  was  the  rain  in  the  county 
of  Powhatan,  that  a mill-dam,  built  in 
1704,  which  has  braved  the  storms  of 
more  than  one  hundred  years,  was  swept 
off,  with  some  oak  trees  which  had  grown 
upon  it. 

The  James  river  docs  not  exhibit  such 
evidences  of  any  great  fall  of  water  be 
yowl  the  mountain.  It  rose  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday  upon  the  Fulis:  but  it  is  a- 
gain  subsiding. 

PETERSBURG,  VA.  AUGUST  12. 

Rain. — From  Friday  evening  about  8 
o’clock,  until  the  same  i.our  on  Saturday 
morning,  more  rain  fell  in  this  place 
and  neighborhood,  than  we  recollect  to 
have  seen  in  the  same  space  for  a long 
time.  All  the  creeks  and  ponds  in  the 
vicinity  were  made  full  to  overflowing. 
On  Saturday  morning  at  Stanford  cause- 
way, we  understand  that  two  horses  were 
drowned,  in  consequence  of  the  bridge 
giving  way  while  a team  was  passing. — 
W e also  learn  that  considerable  damage 
has  been  done  to  sugar  and  other  goods 
stored  in  cellars  on  Bank  and  Old  streets. 

The  Appomattox  rose  considerably 
beyond  its  banks — At  the  making  of  the 
ide  on  Sunday  evening,  the  whole  of  the 
beech  was  inundated.  The  sudden  swell 
of  the  l iver  has  subjected  the  inhabitants 
of  that  portion  of  the  town  to  much  incon- 
venience and  distress. 

Great  numbers  of  Herrings,  errone- 
ously called  English,  have  entered  the 
principal  rivers  in  the  District  of  Maine, 
particularly  the  Shcepscut  and  Kenne- 
>ec.  Since  the  commencement  of  the 
present  month  they  have  ascended  the 


tormer  river  as  far  as  Wise  asset,  where 
they  are  taken  at  the  wharves  ; a circum- 
stance as  novel  to  the  sportsman,  as  it  is 
valuable  to  those  who  wish  to  improve 
so  inestimable  a privilege,  i'hc  u igra- 
tion  of  this  watery  host  is  truly  wonder- 
ful. It  is  supposed  by  a wefi  knowd  Eu- 
ropean writer  to  commence  at  their  ren- 
dezvous in  the  Icy  Sea  within  the  Arctic 
circle ; where  they  collect  their  several 
colonies  into  to  g.-a  .d  a.  r.j , ..  . - on.- 
mence  their  march  about  the  middle  of 
winter.  When  they  have  proceeded  to 
a certain  degree  of  latitude,  “the  main 
body  begins  to  separate  into  two  great 
divisions,  one  of  which  moves  to  the  west 
and  pours  down  along  the  coast  of  A- 
merica.  The  other  division  takes  a more 
eastern  direction  towards  Europe,  and 
falls  in  with  the  island  of  Iceland  about 
the  beginning  of  March.  The  first  divi- 
sion appears  on  the  New  England  coast 
about  the  time  that  the  second  does  a- 
t ound  the  shores  of  Great  Britain,  gene- 
rally from  the  last  of  June  to  the  first  of 
August.  The  easiest  mode  of  taking 
these  fish  is  to  light  a torch  on  the  pro\v 
of  the  boat,  and  while  one  regulates  the 
boat,  another  may  use  the  dip  net ; in  this 
way  it  is  not  uncommon  to  take  five  or 
six  barrels  during  the  evening.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact,  t.iat  where  there  is  the 
greatest  poverty  of  soil,  these  fish  aro 
most  abundant,  and  when  we  consider 
that  the  husbandman  may,  witaoitt  going 
from  our  wharves,  in  a few  nights,  sup- 
ply bis  family  with  a wholesome  and 
p.easunt  substitute  for  animal  food,  for 
tite  ensuing  year;  the  man  w to  can  view 
the  privilege  wit  , >.ye»d  rinuiri  -renee, 
must  be  a misinlhrope  or  a malcontent. 
Should  our  livers  continue  to  be  t us 
supplied,  the  honest  laborer  may  rejoice, 
even  shouid  “ tuc  flock  be  cut  off  from 
the  fold,  and  there  be  no  herd  in  the 
stalls.” — Bos.  Rut.

FOREIGN. 

LATEST  FROM  LAGUIRA. 

The  schr.  Attractive,  Bodom,  arrived 
at  Boston  on  Tuesday  last,  in  16  days 
from  Laguira.  Left,  brig  Rapid,  ior 
Baltimore,  uncertain  ; schr.  Josephine, 
Kitts,  for  Philadelphia , in  6 days,  the 
only  American  vessels  there.  Markets, 
flour  22  to  £23,  plenty  at  market — cocoa 
coffee  and  horns,  scarce. 

The  Royalists  had  got  possession  of 
part  of  the  Island  of  Margarctta,  but  had 
lost  many  men.  General  Morillo  sent 
on  to  Laguira  before  our  departue,  for 
as  many  surgeons  as  could  be  obtained, 
but  found  only  one,  a Frenchman.  Both 
parties,  says  Capt.  B.  are  very  cruel  to 
their  prisoners,  and  never  give  any  quar- 
ters.— Prisoners,  when  taken,  are  mur- 
dered in  different  ways,  agreeably  to  the 
whims  of  their  commanders.  A few  days 
before  the  Attractive  sailed,  a schr.  under 
the  Danish  flag,  from  Curnana,  arrived 
with  several  prisoners,  male  and  female  ; 
among  them  was  a beautiful  young  girl, 
who  was  sentenced  to  have  both  her 
hands  cut  off,  for  having  been  caught  in 
the  act  of  making  a patriot  flag. 

EAST  INDIAN  WAR. 

THOM  THE  BOSTON  ADVERTISER. 

A friend  has  furnished  us  with  a lile  of 
Calcutta  papers  to  March  17th.  We 
find  on  perusing  them  that  the  East 
India  Company  had  been  engaged  in  a 
new  military  enterprize  of  some  impor- 
tance. We  gather  the  following  history 
ofit,  from  such  official  documents  as  are 
published  in  these  papers. 

By  the  treaty  concluded  withDowleet 
Row  Scindiah  in  December,  1803,  cer- 
tain territories  in  the  Dooah,  and  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Junma,  which  had  been 
previously  conquered,  were  ceded  to  the 
company.  The  fort  of  Hattrass,  in  pos- 
session of  Thakoor  Dyaram,  was  in  the 
ceded  territory,  and  the  allegiance  of 
Dyaram  was  thus  transferred  to  the 
British  government.  The  government, 
howe  ver,  disposed  to  indulge  Dyaram  as 
far  as  it  was  safe,  permitted  him  to  keep 
up  a large  military  establishment,  sup- 
posing that  when  no  found  himself  pro- 
tected from  invasion,  and  secured  in  the 
enjoyment  of  nis  private  lights, he  would 
volur.ti.iily  disband  his  retainers  by  de- 
grees, and  suffer  his  fort  to  go  to  decay. 
He  was  indulged  also  in  the  assumption 
of  claims  which  did  not  belong  to  him, 
under  the  expectation  that  this  liberality 
would  concilitate  his  attachment  to  the 
government,  and  his  prompt  obedience  to 
the  local  authorities,  in  every  other  mat- 
ter. 

He  however  directed  his  attention  to 
the  aggrandisement  of  his  power,  and  nad 
begun  to  evade  and  resist  the  orders  of 
the  constituted  authorities — he  screened 
from  punishment  persons  who  had  been 
guilty  of  robbery  and  murder,  denied 
the  officers  of  the  government  access  to 
the  fbrt  and  Gut-ge  of  Hattrass,  and  arbi- 
trarily punished  individuals  at  his  dis- 
cretion. Repeated  admonitions  had  been 
attended  with  but  a temporary  effect,  or 
hud  been  entirely  disregarded,  until  ar- 
rangements were  made  for  assembling  a 
large  military  force  in  the  neighborhood 
of  tne  fort.  He  was  not  apprised  of  the 
approach  of  the  troops  until  the  10th  of 
February  last,  when  he  immediately  com- 
menced preparations  for  the  defence  of 
the  fort. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  the  place 
was  invested  by  a large  force  of  govern- 
ment troops,  commanded  by  Maj.  Gene- 
ral Marshall.  Tne  whole  was  arranged 
in  divisions  and  brigades,  the  artillery 
under  the  command  of  Maj.  Gcnl.  Hors- 
ford ; the  infantry,  consisting  of  nine 
regiments,  under  Maj.  Gen.  Brown;  and 
the  miners  and  pioneers  under  Maj.  Ali- 
bi ry,  chief  engineer. 

About  four  days  were  spent,  after  the 
place  was  invested,  in  fruitless  negotia- 
te, .s.  Dyaram  was  told  that  if  he 
per  istecl  in  his  resistance,  he  would  be 
regarded  as  arch  l,and  his  estates  would 
he  forfeited.  On  the  other  hand,  if  he 
8,  brnif  ed  to  the  measures  prescribed  by 
government,  nis  past  misconduct  would 
be  overlooked,  he  should  retain  his  pro- 
perty, and  no  alteration  should  be  made 
in  the  terms  on  which  he  held  his  Zemin 
darcejhc  should  be  allowed  a reasonable 
compensation  for  the  arms  and  military 
stores  possessed  by  him,  and  be  permitted 
to  retain  such  a number  of  armed  men, 
•as  s ouid  be  sufficient  for  his  present 
pictection  and  convenience.  lie  listen- 
ed to  these  propositions,  only  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  gain  a little  time  in  matur- 
ing his  preparations  for  defence. 

On  the  16tn,  Hostilities  commenced, 
and  on  the  22d,  the  bombardment  of  the 
fort,  from  a great  number  of  batteries, 
av  s actively  commenced.  The  firing 
was  returned  from  the  fort  with  little 
effect.  On  the  24th  the  Kuttra  was 
evacuated,  and  on  the  same  night  batte- 
ries were  erected  on  the  works  of  it  a- 
gainst  the  principal  fort.  The  batteries 
continued  to  play  upon  Hattrass  with 
great  effect,  until  March  2d. 

Maj.  GcdL  Marshall  in  a despatch  of 
March  5,  says, “ the  fort  of  Hattrass  has 
fallen,  and  our  troops  obtained  posses- 
sion of  it  at  cievcn  last  night.” — “ The 
mortars  and  rockets  opened  on  the  fort 
at  8 o’clock  yesterday  morning  with 
great  effect,  and  continued,  until  the  mo- 
ment Dyaram  with  his  horse,  sallied  out 
and  left  the  fort. — The  troops  in  the 
trenches  immediately  pushed  for  the 
gateways,  and  established  themselves 
with  little  opposition  from  the  few  who 
remained.  T he  practice  in  our  batteries 
was  admirable  throughout,  and  at  5 in  tiie 
evening  a lurk  shell  blew  up  one  of  the 
enemy’s  magazines,  with  an  explosion 
too  awful  and  terrific  for  description, 
enveloping  the  whole  fort  in  smoke  and 
ruin.  To  this  circumstance,  and  to  the 
fire  and  destruciioucarried  into  the  place 


by  fhe  increasing  discharge  of  the  mor- 
tars, the  whole  of  which,  42  in  number, 
were  brought  into  use,  we  owe  the  for- 
tunate event  of  being  in  possession  of 
the  formidable  fort  of  Hattrass  so  soon 
and  with  so  little  loss.”  This  is  the  lat- 
est information  from  the  army  contained 
in  these  papers.  The  conquest  ol  the 
fort  probably  terminated  the  war.

Amongst  other  provisions,  it  enacts,  that 
coasting  vessels  passing  from  one  state  to 
another,  ( unless  it  be  an  adjoining  state,  or 
on  a navigable  lake  or  riven  or  fronq 
Long  Island  to  R ’ode  Island, jlshall  each 
pay  a duty  of. fifty  per  cent  p ■ ton,  un- 
less at  Past  three-fourths  of  he  crew  are 
American  citizens  ; in  which  case  the' 
duty  will  he  reduced  to  six  err  s fier  ton.  ■ 
It  also  enacts,  that  every  Amc-ican  ves- 
sel entering  from  a foreign  por  shall  pav 
a duty  of  fifty  cents  per  ton,  mless  her, 
officers  and  at  least  two-thirls  of  her 
crew  are  American  citizens;  but  this 
provision  does  not  extend  t>  vess  s. 
which  departed  from  home  pfior  to  the 
first  of  May  last,  until  after  th^y  return, 
to  some  port  ofthe  United  Stales.

He 
appears  to  be  round  with  large  scales 
which,  when  he  contracts  his  folds,  give 
rigid  appearance  to  his  back,  but  when 
he  extends  himself  the  scales  inclose,  and 
do  not  prevent  his  appearing  smooth 
His  general  color  is  dark  brown  ; his 
head  dark  brown,  intermixed  with  white 
He  often  turns  very  quick,  bringing  his 
head  near  his  tail,  and  putting  himself 
into  the  form  of  a staple.  Capt.  Join 
Beach,  jr.  has  completed  a drawing  of 
him,  which  is  to  be  engraved.  As  he 
has  seen  him  several  times,  it  is  proba- 
ble his  likeness  will  be  tolerably  just 
Fiie  people  of  Gloucester  however  in- 
tend to  be  able  to  give  a better  account 
ofhim,  if  he  should  stay  longer  in  their 
harbour.  Shark  hooks,  variously  baited 
and  attached  to  buoys,  have  been  set 
afloat  in  the  harbor,  and  several  boats, 
well  manned  and  armed,  were  destined 
to  attack  him  yesterday,  if  he  showed 
himself. 

The  volume  of  Memoirs  ofthe  Wer- 
nerian Natural  History  Society,  for  1 80S- 
9-10,  contains  a paper  by  Dr.  Barclay 
upon  the  animal  that  was  cast  ashore  on 
the  island  of  Stronsa,  one  of  the  Orkney 
Islands,  September  1808.  Dr.  Barclay 
seems  to  be  of  opinion  that  this  was  a 
new  animal,  of  a different  genus  or  spe- 
cies from  any  heretofore  described  in  the 
annals  of  Natural  History.  From  the 
account,  which  we  received  from  gentle- 
men who  returned  from  Gloucester  yes- 
terday, the  substance  of  which  is  pre- 
viously given,  we  are  satisfied  that  the 
animal  there  bears  no  resemblance  to 
that  which  was  cast  on  shore  at  Stronsa. 
The  former  is  of  the  serpent,  the  latter 
of  the  fish  kind. 

We  learn  that  there  arc  now  living  at 
Deer  Isle,  in  Penobscot  Bay,  several 
people  who  have  repeatedly  mentioned 
having  seen  near  that  island,  in  the  year 
1783,  a monster  which  is  described  as 
similar  to  that  which  has  now  visited 
Cape- Ann  Harbour. — Daily  Advertiser.

raised  itself  so  high  out  of  the  water,  that 
his  head  reached  above  the  main  top 
mast  of  the  ship  ; had  a longsharp  snout 
broad  paws,  and  spouted  water  like  a 
whale  ; the  body  seemed  to  be  covered 
with  scales ; the  skin  was  uneven  and 
wrinkled,  and  the  lower  part  was  form- 
ed like  a snake.  The  body  of  this 
monster  is  said  to  be  as  thick  as  a hogs- 
head, his  skin  variegated  like  a tortoise 
shell,  and  his  excrement  corrosive.”  The 
Enclyclopaediasts  however  doubt  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Sea  Serpent ; they  consi- 
der its  reported  bulk  to  be  so  dispropor- 
tionate to  all  the  known  animals  of  our 
globe,  as  to  require  more  than  ordinary 
evidence  to  render  it  credible  ; and  the 
evidence  in  the  two  cases  cited,  is  so 
feeble  and  unsatisfactory,  that  no  man  of 
sound  judgment  would  think  it  suffi  ient 
to  establish  the  truth  of  an  extraordinary  j 
fact.  In  the  present  case,  however,  there  i 
arc  hundreds  who  can  testify  to  the  ex- 1 
istenceofa  creature  of  a very  monstrousj 
and  marvellous  bulk  and  form,  and  such 
as  was  never  before  seen  so  nyar  on  our 
coast.

MARINE  sERPENT. 

BOSTON,  AUGUST  21. 

A gentleman  who  has  been  in  Glou- 
cester, has  given  us  the  following  account 
of  this  animal. 

It  was  still  seen  in  the  harbor  of  Glou- 
cester on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  Man  lay: 
afternoon.  On  Tuesday  the  weather 
was  rough,  and  he  did  not  make  his  ap-j 
pearance.  From  what  lias  been  observ- 
ed of  his  habits,  it  seems  that  he  ap- 
proaches the  shore,  and  shews  himselfi 
above  the  surface,  when  the  water  is 
smooth  and  the  weather  warm. 

On  Sunday  and  Monday  very  distinct 
views  were  had  of  him  by  various  per-| 
ons.  Gentlemen  who  have  been  at 
Gloucester,  and  attended  to  the  accounts 
ol"  those  who  have  seen  him  at  different! 
imes,  and  in  different  situations,  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  animal  is 
serpent,  in  kind ; tnat  he  is  at  least 
eighty,  and  more  probably  an  hundred 
feet  long,  and  nearly  of  the  size  of  a flour 
barrel,  at  the  largest  place.  As  to  the 
bundles,  or  protuberances,  which  have 
been  mentioned,  these  arc  thought  to  be 
nothing  more  than  the  appearances  d?- 
casioned  by  his  manner  of  motion.  He 
docs  not  wind  laterally  along,  as  serpents 
commonly  do,  but  his  motion  is  undula- 
tory,  or  consisting  in  alternate  rising  and 
depression,  somewhat  like  the  motion  of! 
a caterpillar.  Mr.  Johnston,  a young 
man,  who  went  in  a boat  to  visit  a vessel 
in  the  harbour,  on  Sunday  in  the  dusk  of 
the  evening,  came  very  near  to  him,  be- 
fore he  discovered  him,  so  that  he  might 
have  reached  him  with  his  oar.  He  was 
still,  and  appeared  to  be  reposing.  He 
was  round  and  smooth,  and  had  nothing 
like  bunches.  His  head,  though  in  its 
front  it  is  circular,  is  not  flat,  like  a com- 
mon serpent’s,  but  the  top  is  elevated 
prominent  and  round  ; and  owing  to  this 
latter  circumstance,  a side  view  of  his 
nead  a little  resembles  that  of  a,  dog’s. 
Capt.  Beach,  wno  appears  to  liftve  ex- 
amined him  very  often,  and  sometimes  in 
favourable  situations,  says  lfi*  head  is  the) 
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■’at  feet  out*  of  water,  rather  prone 
rd.  That  part  of  the  body  which 
s -out  ofthe  wafpr,  I judged  to  be 
Ait  the  sizfe  ofaparrel  in  circumfer- 
c,  but  the  hcam*  ladder,  having  sonic 
wserabla^cetoa  horse’s.  According  to 
the  most  accurate  computation  whfti  I 
made  in  mif  mind  of  his  length,  I think 
it  could  no*  l>o  less  than  Irom  5j  to  60 
feet,  an-1  perhaps  longer.  That  part  of 
tne  body  which  was  not  elevated,  but  of 
wnich  I had  a distinct  view  several  times, 
was  larger  than  the  part  out  of  water. 
Tne  body  of  a dark  brown. 

I was  within  two  hundred  yards  of  it 
near  an  hour  ; during  which  time,  as  it 
iscovered  no  inclination  to  molest  us, 
nyselfand  the  whole  crew  observed  i; 
with  the  minutest  attention  ; nor  was  its 
attention  less  fixed  on  us.  The  eyes 
were  perfectly  b ack,  sharp  an  J piercing, 
was  so  near  it  as  to  obs  :rve  clearly  that 
here  were  no  fins  or  external  appenda- 
ges to  the  body  ; but  that  its  motion  was 
jy  tne  writhing*  of  the  body,  like  other!

T wo  of  them 
perhaps  the  same)  were  once  seen  on 
hore  of  the  Cranberry  island,  but  imme- 
diately took  to  the  water  on  being  dis- 
overed.  These  are  the  first  ever  seen 
in  our  seas,  that  wc  have  any  account  of 
though  they  have  been  seen  on  the  coast, 
oT  Norway. 


This  kind  of  animal  must  cither  be 
very  few  in  number,  or  their  haunts  chief- 
ly beyond  tne  view  of  man,  as  they  arc 
seldom  seen.  Now  and  then,  at  great 
distances  of  time,  report  is  made  of  some 
such  monster  of  the  deep,  which  however 
gains  but  little  credit,  and  is  given  up  as 
fabulous,  or  finally  forgotten.  The  north- 
ern seas  about  Greenland,  the  coast  of 
Norway,  Svc.  have  generally  been  given 
as  their  places  of  habitation.  The  En 
cyclopedia,  under  the  title  of  Sea  Ser- 
pent, quotes  a marvellous  account  of 
this  monster  as  given  by  Guthrie;  who 
states,  “ that  in  1756  one  of  them  was 
shot  by  a master  ol  a ship ; its  head 
resembled  that  of  a horse  ; the  mouth 
was  large  and  black,  as  were  the  eves 
white  mane  hanging  from  its  neck ; it 
floated  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  and 
held  its  head  at  least  two  feet  out  of  the 
sea  ; between  the  head  and  neck  were  7 
or  8 folds,  which  were  very  thick  ; and 
the  length  of  the  snake  was  more  than 
100  yards,  some  say  fathoms.”  Guthrie

ed under  this  hospitable  roof,  the  Subject 
of  conversation,  conjecture,  and  specu- 
lation, throughout  the  kingdom.  It 
was  generally  supposed  that  she  was  a

A gentleman  lately  from  St.  Croix,  has 
favored  us  with  the  following  statement, 
which  we  do  not  recollect  to  have  seen 
noticed  in  any  cf  the  papers,  though  it  is 
more  than  a month  since  the  affair  to 
which  it  relate  s transpired.  Some  .Ame- 
rican sailors  belonging  to  the  ship  Glean- 
er, ol"  New-York,  while  at  West  End 
St.  Croix,  went  ashore  one  evening  and 
got  into  a fray  with  a part  of  the  crew  of 
a Danish  gov  eminent  vessel,  'l'he  Ame- 
ricans, though  fewer  in  number  than  their 
antagonists,  canie  off  victorious,  having 
handled  the  Danes  very  roughly  ; they 
then  retired  peaceably  to  their  ship — 
The  next  day  a barge  from  the  Danish 
vessel  put  off  with  a number  of  sailors, 
but  no  officer,  and  rowed  towards  the 
Gleaner.  When  they  got  within  speak- 
ing distance,  they  laid  on  their  oars  and 
let  fly  a volley  of  abusive  epithets  at  our 
tars,  who  to  do  them  justice  were  not 
slow  in  returning  it  ; but  it  seems  that 
this  wordy  warfare  did  not  satisfy  them 
altogether,  though  the  odds  were  no  doubt 
in  their  favor;  for  they  pelted  the  Danes 
with  whatever  missiles  they  could  lay 
their  hands  on,  which  caused  those  dough- 
ty champions  to  consul  thtii  safety  by  a 
precipitate  flight.  A formal  complaint 
was  thereupon  made  by  the  Danish  offi- 
cersto  the  Governor  of  the  Is.and,  ofthe 
great  indignity  which  the  crew  of  the 
Gleaner  had  offered  to  the  Danish  flag! 

The  Governor  immediately  held  a 
Court  of  Examination,  and  all  t ie  Guan- 
er’s  crew  were  orden  d ashore  to  be  tried. 
The  Americans  had  the  benefit  of  the 
best  counsel  the  Island  afforded,  and  the 
publick  sentiment  was  almost  wholly  in 
their  favor. — 'Flic  Da  fish  sailors  were 
proved  to  have  been  tee  aggr  ssors  in 
every  instance,  and  both  the  law  and  evi- 
dence completely  acquitted  the  Ame- 
ricans of  the  charge  upon  which  they 
were  a r signed  : Yet  the  righteous  Gov- 
ernor decided,  that,  although  there  was 
nothing  established  against  them  which 
could  merit  punishment  in  the  cyeofths 
law,  it  was  nevertheless  necessary  that  an. 
example  should  be  made  of  one  of  their 
party  in  order  to  appease  the  clamours 
of  the  plantiffs! — Ha  therefore  com- 
manded that  the  Steward  of  the  Glean- 
er should  be  selected  for  punishment, 
and  receive  25  lashes  1 — It  was  in  vain 
that  this  poor  feilow  plead  the  injustice 
and  hardship  of  the  sentence ; it  was  in 
vain  that  (in  the  true  spirit  of  an  Ameri- 
can tar)  lie  besought  them  to  shoot  him, 
rather  than  subject  him  to  the  disgrace 
of  a public  flogging  ; and  it  was  equal- 
ly in  vain  that  his  Captain,  and  the  res- 
pectable counsel  employed  in  his  behalf, 
remonstrated  against  the  scandalous  pro- 
ceeding : — the  sentence  was  rigidly  exe- 
cuted, and  the  man  was  whipped  1 

The  American  Consul  at  St.  Thomas 
was  immediately  apprized  of  this  cU>- 
graceiul  proceeding,  andj  we  learn,  drew 
up  a formal  statement  of  it,  which  he 
transmitted  to  our  government  by  tne 
Schooner  Mary  Ann,  Captain  Rhodes, 
who  arrived  at  this  port  a short  time 
since. — It  is  unnecessary  to  comment 
upon  this  flagrant  outrage,  which  carries 
its  own  appeal  to  the  feeling  of  every 
American  citizen.  We  have  the  fullest 
confidence  in  our  government,  that  it  will 
never  permit  even  the  meanest  of  its 
citizens  to  be  abused  or  oppressed  by  a 
foreign  government,  whatever  may  bo 
the  consequences.

a growing  zeal  and  attention  on  the  part 
of  the  farmers  of  Kentucky,  to  the  im- 
provement of  their  domestic  sources  of 
■wealth.  The  proceedings,  in  detail,  will 
hereafter  be  published. 


PROSPECT  11EFORE  US. 

Our  Washington  correspondent,  un- 
der a recent  date,  informs  us  that  “ fede- 
ralism is  getting  possession  of  power  in 
the  metropolis  of  the  union,  as  fast  as  the 
•sapfiing  system  will  enable  it ; and  those 
who,  in  the  reign  of  terror,  and  since, 
combatted  for  republicanism,  for  Jeffer- 
son and  Madison, begin  to  find  themselves 
in  the  back  ground.  Depend  on  it  [he 
continues]  this  is  a new  era  in  politics ; 
and  you  need  not  be  surprized  to  find, 
before  the  end  of  four  years  more,  Har- 
rison Gray  Otis  in  the  cabinet,  or  sent  on 
a foreign  mission.  The  great  body  of  re- 
publicans know  not  what  to  think.  Three 
years  ago  they  were  told,  and  truly  told, 
that  Otis  and  Quincy  were  nearly  as  bad 
as  traitors  to  the  country.  Now,  they 
see  these  same  persons  hand  in  hand  with 
some  of  the  first  men  of  the  republican 
ranks.  To  plain  honest  minds,  all  this 
seems  irreconcilable  ; and  so  it  must  ap- 
pear to  every  one  who  is  not  in  the  se- 
cret.” 

This,  it  must  be  confessed,  is  a dark  pic- 
ture  of  the  course  which  things  are  said  to 
be  taking  in  the  general  government.  V et 
3t  is  drawn  by  the  hand  of  a veteran  mas- 
ter in  politics ; by  a man  who  has  always 
been  a steady  republican ; and  there  must 
be  some  foundation  for  the  representa- 
tion. It  is  a fact,  which  we  know  from 
personal  observation,  that  federalism  has 
always  had  too  strong  a foot-hold  in  the 
offices  at  Washington;  and  the  repub- 
licans there,  “ those  who  combatted  for 
Jefferson  and  Madison”  upon  principle , 
have  been  kept  too  much  in  the  “ back- 
ground." Bnt,thata“  sapping  system 
it  system  of  federal  intrigue,  and  servility 
to  the  executive,  after  the  system  of  ca- 
lumny and  abuse  has  been  exhausted  in 
vain ; that  such  a system  should  be  con- 
nived at,  or  yielded  to,  bv  an  administra- 
tion elected  by  the  republican  party,  and  j 
should  threaten  to  prostrate  republican- 
ism in  the  dust,  is  a fact  which  even  our 
imagination,  jealous  as  it  is,  can  hardly  j 
yet  realize.  But  the  suspicion  of  our 
correspondent,  that  Mr.  Otis  may  come  j 
into  the  cabinet,  or  be  sent  on  a foreign 
embassy,  ere  four  years  more  elapse,  is 
not  without  plausibility.  Ever  since  ti'.e 
mission  from  the  Hartford  convention 
was  deputed  to  Washington,  and  its  mem- 
bers, of  whom  Mr.  Otis  was  one,  molli- 
fied and  ridiculed  about  the  reception 
with  which  they  met,  that  gentleman  has 
paid  particular  attention  to  Mr.  Monroe. 
He  came,  with  his  family,  to  Washington, 
last  winter,  to  witness  tiic  inauguration 
of  the  President;  he  was  marked  in  his 
attentions  to  that  officer,  then  and  before. 
He  has  since  cut  a conspicuous  figure  in 
the  courtly  style  in  which  the  federalists 
of  Boston  received  the  President,  in  his 
recent  tour.  lie  is,  too, one  of  the  federal 
committee,  who,  it  appears  by  the  latest 
Boston  papers,  were  about  to  give  a pub- 
lic dinner  to  Mr.  Adams,  the  head  of  the 
state  or  foreign  department.  Now,  all 
this  new-born  zeal  and  affection  for  the 
first  and  second  officers  in  the  executive 
government,  indicate  that  a sabphig sys- 
tem has,  in  reality,  commenced ; that  Mr. 
Otis  and  his  friends  are  aiming  by  under- 
mining flattery,  to  attain  that  official  con- 
sequence, which  they  have  hitherto  failed 
to  compass  by  factious  opposition  and  vi- 
tuperation. 

But  it  will  be  idle  and  ridiculous  in 
Mr.  Monroe  and  Mr.  Adams,  if  they  me- 
ditate. any  thing  of  the  sort,  to  attempt  to 
conciliate  or  amalgamate  the  two  parties. 
They  have  their  choice  before  them ; 
cither  to  adhere  to  the  republican  partv 
with  the  same  fidelity  and  constancy,  with 
which  that  party  have  adhered  to  prin- 
ciple and  to  the  republican  administra- 
tion; or  to  conciliate  and  form  an  alli- 
ance with  federalism,  and  then  retire  to 
private  life.  The  republican  party  never 
can,  without  proclaiming  their  own  want 
of  principle,  consent  to  support  in  power, 
men,  who  seek  to  strengthen  their  ad- 
ministration by  a coalition  with  fede- 
ralists. 

Let  us  not  be  understood  as  yet  be- 
lieving that  such  a coalition  is  contem- 
plated by  any  republican  high  in  office  in 
the  general  administration  : We  cannot 
credit  the  suggestion.  We  hope  that  a 
dereliction  of  principle  of  this  kind  ; that 
•a  policy  so  weak  and  wicked,  has  not 
reachod  the  general  government.  We 
trust  that  profligacy  of  this  nature  is  con- 
fined to  the  *<  old  school ” party  in  Penn- 
sylvania, and  to  the  present  imbecile  ad- 
ministration of  Kentucky.  We  think  that 
Mr.  Monroe  has  had  too  much  experi- 
ence of  the  good-will  of  federalism,,  to 
yield  all  at  once  to  its  deceitful  and  fatal 
embraces. 


longer.  Indeed,  it  is  rumored  that  unless 
that  gentleman  should  condescend  to  con- 
tinue in  the  capacity  of  secretary,  the  of- 
fice would  go  begging,  so  far  at  least  as 
respects  republicans.  No  democrat  of 
popularity  or  standing  would  choose  to 
put  himself  into  the  odious  character  of 
secretary  to  the  present  acting  gov- 
ernor, or  to  link  his  hopes  with  the  tot- 
tering fortunes  of  that  officer.

PAYMENT  OF  PENSIONS. 

W c regret  to  state  that  great  inconve- 
nience is  experienced  in  this  state,  from 
inattention  at  Washington  to  the  punc- 
tual placing  of  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
agent  for  the  payment  of  military  pen- 
sions, on  the  4th  of  March  and  September 
in  every  year.  The  government  has 
money  enough  here  for  the  purpose  ; but 
it  cannot  be  used  without  special  autho- 
rity. The  consequence  is,  that  many  of 
those  entitled  to  pensions,  who  come  up 
to  receive  them  at  the  regular  periods 
for  their  payment,  go  away  disappointed, 
or  remain  some  time  at  an  expense  which 
considerably  diminishes  the  value  of  their 
pensions.  The  evil  has  been  repeatedly 
represented  to  the  war  department  ; and 
it  is  unfortunate  that  so  much  practical 
indifference  should  have  been  exhibited 
on  the  subject.

London  dates  to  July  20  mention  the 
death  of  Mr.  Ponsonby,  the  opposition 
leader  in  the  house  of  commons. — Mr. 
Woollcr  is  said  to  he  coming  out  to  A- 
merica.— The  new  plan  of  finance  in 
Spain,  which  was  so  violently  opposed 
by  the  priesthood,  has  been  postponed 
for  sometime. — A Brussels  paper  savs 
that  war  between  America  and  England 
was  probable  ! This  is  news  indeed. 

Kentucky  Tobacco  at  Gibraltar,  July 
6,  was  S 10  to  II,  hut  declining. 

We  have  no  late  accounts  from  M‘- 
Gregor. 

The  tone  of  the  French  papers,  re- 
stricted as  is  their  freedom  at  present,  is 
very  friendly  towards  America,  of  whk  h 
they  speak  as  the  “ asyium  of  the  worthy, 
the  industrious,  and  the  persecuted.*’— 
French  liberality,  mthis  respect,  has  been 
justly  contrasted  with  English  prejudice 
and  misrepresentation.  “ The  progress 
of  elementary  instruction  in  France  ap- 
pears to  be  rapid  and  extensive.  Lancas- 
terian  schools  are  multiplied  exceed- 
ingly. In  many  parts,  the  children  *re 
so  delighted  with  this  mode  of  instruc- 
tion, that  they  besiege  the  doors  of  the 
schools  before  the  appointed  hour  of  o- 
pening  them.  The  duke  de  Rochfoucalt 
has  established  one  at  Liancourt.  In  a 
town  in  the  south,  a school  for  agriculture 
is  united  to  the  Lancasterian,  with  great 
advantage.  The  many  discoveries  In  t lie 
arts,  too,  recorded  in  the  French  papers, 
show  that  the  ingenuity  of  the  people  has 
not  suffered  shipwreck  with  their  national 
independence.  If  they  are  not  the  best 
politicians,  they  are  unquestionably  most 
enlightened  in  the  arts  and  sciences — not 
forgetting  the  arts  of  life.” 

The  Cadets  have  been  required  by  a 
circular  to  rejoin  the  military  Academy 
at  West  Point  immediately. 

The  Spanish  fleet  of  merchantmen, 
which  sailed  from  Havana  two  months 
ago  for  Cadiz,  lias  been  captured  by  a 
squadron  of  patriot  privateers.  The  Spa- 
nish frigate  Sebena,  from  Vera  Cruz, 
with  three  millions  Jive  hundred  thousand 
dollars  on  hoard,  destined  for  Cadiz,  was 
to  sail  from  Havana  about  the  6th  instant. 

A great  mortality  prevails  at  Point 
Petrc,  island  of  Guadaloupe ; it  lias  swept 
off  numbers  of  the  native  inhabitants,  and 
nearly  all  the  regular  troops  ; insomuch, 
that  drafts  were  made  on  the  citizens  for 
defence.  The  proclamation  permitting 
the  importation  of  flour  from  America 
into  that  island,  would  expire  on  the  15th 
instant,  and  would  not,  it  was  said,  be  re- 
newed.— The  yellow  fever  is  stated  to 
prevail  in  Charleston,  and  something  of 
the  same  sort  in  Savannah : in  conse- 
quence, the  local  authorities  of  Phila- 
delphia and  New-York  have  required 
vessels  coming  from  the  south  to  per- 
form quarantine.  Charleston  was  nearly 
deserted  by  its  citizens,  thousands  reti- 
ring to  Sullivan’s  island,  and  living  in 
tents.  The  council  chamber  had  appro- 
priated 3000  dollars  towards  the  relief  of 
the  poor  of  that  city,  during  the  sickness. 

In  Ncw-Orlcans  a malignant  disease, 
no  doubt  the  yellow  fever,  continues  to 
prove  extremely  destructive  to  the  lives 
of  people,  particularly  to  boatmen  and 
other  strangers ; 1 5 or  20  are  stated  to  be 
taken  off  in  a day  ; several  of  the  passen- 
gers in  the  steam  boat  Washington,  ar- 
rived at  Shippingport,  died  on  the  pas- 
sage up  the  river,  and  one  since. 

Jonathan  Russell,  ambassador  to  Swe- 
den, his  lady  and  daughter,  and  Edward 
Wyer,  consul  at  Hamburg,  have  sailed 
from  Boston  in  the'  ship  Persia,  for  Am- 
sterdam. 

The  navy  court  martial,  for  the  trial 
of  Col.  Wharton  of  the  marine  corps,  has 
decided  that  it  has  not  the  requisite  juris- 
diction; and  a military  court  martial, com 
posed  of  Col.  King,  President,  Col.  Mit- 
chell, Lieut.  Cols.  Ball,  Law  rence,  W 


Majors  Davis  and  M'Donald  as  super- 
numeraries, was  toassemble  in  Washing- 
ton on  the  10th  instant,  to  try  him.  The 
charges  were  preferred  by  Major  Hen- 
derson. 

The  Salem  Gazette  says  that  two 
Sharks  appeared  to  be  almost  constantly 
in  attendance  on  the  great  Sea  Serpent 
at  Gloucester — whether  as  his  humble 
servants,  or  as  a reconnoitring  party,  to 
see  what  sort  of  gentleman  he  is,  or  to, 
find  some  vulnerable  part,  and  watch 
some  favorable  opportunity  to  attack  and 
destroy  him,  is  not  known. 

A serpent,  somewhat  resembling  the 
one  which  now  attracts  the  public  atten- 
tion, was  slain  by  Regulus  and  his  army 
on  the  hanks  of  the  river  Ilagrada,  in  the 
first  Punic  War.  It  was  120  feet  long, 
and  could  be  killed  only  by  repeatedly 
slinging  stones  from  military  engines  ; 
its  skin  was  impenetrable  to  darts.  Livy 
says  that  several  of  the  Roman  soldiers! 
were  buried  in  the  wide  caverns  of  its 
body,  and  many  pressed  to  death  in  the 
spiral  volumes  of  its  tail.  A similar  ser- 
pent, 100  feet  long,  about  30  years  ago, 
is  stated  to  have  crossed  the  deck  of  a 
Marblehead  vessel  on  the  coast  of  Suri- 
nam.
